Tb* tax reeord* of * little lees than 
tarty years ago show that tb* taxable 
vclnatiea of personal property la this 
towa wae above on* million dollars. 
Tb* population of tb* town I* now thro* 
time* larger then It wee then, and tears 
be* been e groat development in tbe 
material prosperity of tbe oltlaene; yet 
lb* personal property taxable valuations 
show a large door*#** below tb* figure* 
of forty years ego. Tb* tax assessors 
1b 1901-1901 and 1909 devoted special 
attention to personal tax assessments, 
and made# material Increase In valua¬ 
tion* In tbat direction. Tba assessors 
lo those years made a wider distribution 
of tb* personal tax blanks than bad 
boon applied before tbat time. Tbeee 
Mask* practically make every oltlxea of 
tb* towa hta own a sse s s or In tbe matter 
of peraooai property. It Ic surprising 
bow few people ear* to make e return of 
personal property m prescribed by law, 
aad la 1901 aod 1909 tb* assessors re¬ 
ceived but tew return* from these 
blank#, and they proceeded to exercise 
tbelr own judgment as to tbe amount of 
taxable personal property to be assessed 
against Individuals. 

In 1904 tbe work of endeevorlng to 
fore* compliance with tbe personal tax 
law wae eon tinned. While a consider¬ 
able Increase waa mad* In tb* number of 
persona assessed for personal property, 
there was but a small return of tbe 
blanks seat oat. The returns smouoted 
to only one per cent, of tbe Dumber of 
bleaks distributed Tbe personal prop¬ 
erty vsluatloo blanks for 1906 are now 
being distributed, and there la a percep¬ 
tible Improvement In tbe returns. 

In Montclair and other places where 
tb* assessor * reoelve oo return* of tbe 
personal blank an arbitrary amonnt la 


Ined lo Jana aod Bxeelrier in November. 
Oo December 19. 1904, tb* M—tgome r y 
Hoee Company wae orgautaed. end as 1 
bad as muob to do, perhaps, a* any one 
lo helping form tele last oompaoy, I 
wish to state tbat Iba men nelunglag to 
this oompaoy will render a good acoount 
of themselves. To those wbo are oot 
members of tb* department, tele will 
give an Idea of wbet constitute* tb# 
Bloomfield Fir* Department. 

•‘As to the new bouses, I might at Oe 
at tbe outset tbat tbe agitation for new 
buildings baa beeu going on for over five 
years, but It was not until 1909, when 1 
wee first appointed on,tbe fire committee 
with Mr. Uuauget, test I fully realised 
wbat the conditions were In regard to 
the fire bouses, aod I determined then 
to do all In my power to better the con¬ 
ditions existing at that time, for I bav* 
always adopted tb* role teat where tb* 
affairs of any oommltte* on which I 
should aerv- could not be Improved, why, 
certainly to turn them over In aa good 
shape to my successor aa when they 
came In my charge; but when w* took 
up tbe needs of tba diemen In respect 
to tbe new bouse*, there was such a 
vast room for Improvement tbat wa 
scarcely knew where to begin; for, In 
tbe first plaoe. we found tost tb* fire¬ 
men were disheartened and discouraged, 
and U we» not to be wondered at, with 
soma of tbe bouse* lo such a deplorable 
condition that they were not fit to put a 
dumb beast In If you cared aojthing for 
It, let alone expecting tbe men to be 
boused there, end volunteers at that, for 
1 believe tbe proper bousing of tbe men 
aod apparatus I* just aa Important aa 
tbe apparatus Itself; so you sen readily 
see tbat It waa Imperative tbat some¬ 
th log should be don* at ooce; bat tbe

Municipal 
ownership of fir* buildings, an laaue 
tbat baa beeh agitated to fire circle* for 
many years, reached a gratifying ooo- 
summation os tbat day, when tb* new 
fir* bouse on Bloomfield avoooe built 
by the town was formally declared 
completed aad oposed to public Inspec¬ 
tion, and two of tba fir* companies took 
possession of tba bouse a* tbelr future 
headquarters. 

Tba svaot was tbe oocsalon of a great 
celebration. The general public entered 
wltb enthusiasm Into tba affair sod 
numerous residences aad business build¬ 
ings were elaborately decorated and tee 
new firs house waa a oeotra of aitrec- 
tioa all day long and was visited by 
thousands of people. 

Tb* features of tb* day were tb* pub¬ 
lic Inspection of tb* new building, a 
firemen's parade, banquet to tbe fire, 
man and three alarm* of fire. Noo* of 
tbe latter proved serious. 

Tbe new fir* bouse was thrown open 
to tb* public early Tuesday morning. 
Tb* plea* was thronged with people 
from tba opemlog to tba closing time. 
Tb* women manifested equal Interest 
wltb tba man lo Vb* building aod lu 
equipment. 

Tb* new fir* bouee la a two.*tory and 
basement brick struotare loeeted oo tbe 
south side of Bloomfield avenue on 
property purchased from Thomas H.
